1. That on November 20, 1987, vour Petitioner
appeared before this Honorable Court charged with the following
offense:

That on March 27,1987, at 119 Greenridge Road,
the Petitioner assaulted Richard Thompson and that the Petit-
ioner did openly wear and carry a deadly weapon with the intent
of causing injury to Richard Thompson.

2. Specifically, it was alleged by the State
that the Petitioner, after being struck in the face and knocked
down three times, took out a pocket knife from his pocket and
held it to Richard Thompson's throat.

3. Petitioner plead quilty to the charges and
admitted to his unlawful behavior. The Petitioner also Stren-
uously claims that although his actions were not legally just-
ified there was a substantial amount of mitigation leading to
the incident.. Petitioner has lived at 119 Greenridge Road
with Richard Thompson's mother, Ms. Valerie Thompson, since
1979. Beginning in 1979, Richard Thompson resented Petitioner
involvement with his mother which lead to frequent arguments.
On numerous occassions, these arguments involved requests from
Ms. Thompson that Richard Thompson contribute towards the mor-
tgage payments or gas and electric. On March 27, 1987, Mr.
Richard Thompson arrived at 119 Greenridge Road and told the
Petitioner that he was a "crook'" because a few days earlier
the house had been burglarized. Mr. Thompson claimed that only

his items were missing and that the Petitioner knew, who had
committed the Burglary. At trial, the Petitioner admitted
